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(54) REST ROOM MAT 

(57) Abstract 



PURPOSE: To make a rest room always clean so that the 
user does not feel unpleasant by arranging a rest room 
mat, y/vhioh has a water-absorbing material layer that 
absorbs urine, on the floor around the toilet bowl. 

CONSTITUTION: A rest room mat 1 has a 
water-absorbing material layer 2 constructed by a middle 
layer 4 made of ground pulp and a water-absorbing 
polymer and nonwoven fabric 3. Further, a resin film 5 
obtained by processing a thermoplastic resin such as 
polyethylene, polypropylene, a thermosetting resin such 
as polyurethan, or the like in a film state is laminated 
on the back face of the water-absorbing material layer 
2. Such a rest room mat 1 is arranged on the floor 
around the toilet bowl. Urine dropped from tiie toilet 
bowl is absorbed by the rest room mat 1 , so that it can 
be prevented that the floor becomes dirty and tiie rest 
room can be always kept in a sanitary state. 
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
